50-Cent Increase 
to Be Election 
Issue in October

Plans to call a 50-cent- 
override tax clod ion Oct. 1.1 
were approved Tuesday 
night by the Tor ranee 
Board of Education. The 
money would be used to sup­ 
port the educational budget.

After receiving advice from 
the Tornmce Industries Tax 
Committee and financial lead­ 
ers, the board decided tr» 
change the amount of t h e 
override tax from a previous­ 
ly discussed $1.

The 50 cents would be col­ 
lected and placed in reserve 
if not all needed.

Basic reasons cited an 
cause for the tax election 
were the increasing spiral of 
inflationary costs, constantly 
increasing enrollment, more 
high-school students, continu­ 
ing new-home construction, 
and a decrease in state money 
received by the district.

Taxes paid by one home 
owner do not pay the cost 
of educating one child. Su­ 
perintendent J. H. Hull, de- 
da red.

The district's operating 
budget comes directly from 
property taxes, while build­ 
ings are built with bond 
funds.

These are two entirely dif­ 
ferent funds. The last over­ 
ride tax, for 75 cents, was 
approved by voters in 1fKS6.

the minimum teacher salar­ 
ies from $4740 to *5000 and 
the maximum from $820:? to 
$87:56. The board noted that 
many neighboring district* 
have been raising salaries 
and declared that Torranre 
would have to follow suit to 
get and keep qualified teach­ 
ers.

"It is difficult for any 
school to withstand the in­ 
flationary trend and still 
get trained personnel in a 
highly competitive market."   
SnncHntendent J. H. Hull 
said. "We have reached the 
limit of our present taxing / 
ability and must seek new 
sources of monev.

Many other districts are 
in the same financial   situa­ 
tion. Hull declared. Many, 
like Torrance. will have to 
dip into their reserve funds 
to grant a salary hike, he 
said.
